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2. Number ot Posts, Classification and Scale of Pay .-I he number of post, their classification and Pay hand. 
Grade pay/scalc of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to the 
these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit, Qualification, etc.— The method of recruitment of the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matter relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said 
Schedule.

2. The Hon’ble Lieutenant Governor further appoints the person as [also his/her successor in office] mentioned in 
Schcdule-Il given below, as Statistics Officer for the Annual Survey of Industries 2013-14 (state samples) in respect of 
geographical units mentioned thereof with reference to the aforesaid direction.

Each person would carry a photo identity card or a letter of authorization 
issued by the concerned Statistics Officer. 

4. The statistics collected in Part-I and Part-II in respect of the Annual Survey of Industries 2013-14 furnished by 
the informants, after due verification and scrutiny, will be processed by officials working at the Office of the 
Directorate of Economics and Statistics, Government of National Capital Territoiy of Delhi.

about the unit. 


5 The Statistics Officer may require such owner or occupier to furnish consolidated information in respect ot two oi 
more units under single management in case information is not separately available for individual units and subject to 
such other conditions, as he may specify, in the notice. 
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6. Period during which collection of Statistics may be completed: - The date for submission of information by each 
informant would be mentioned in the notice and it would generally fall during November, 2014 to June, 2015. 

7. Reference Period: - Information is required to be furnished for the financial year commencing from 1st April 20)3 
and ending on 31st March 2014 or for the accounting year of a unit ending on any date between 1st April 2013 and on 
31st March 2014. 

8. Nature of information to be collected: - The information required has two parts. Part-I relates to information on 
assets and liabilities, employment and labour cost, receipts, expenses, input items - indigenous and imported, products 
and by-products, distributive expenses etc, Part-II relates to information on different aspects of labour statistics, 
namely, working days, mandays worked, absenteeism, labour turnover, man-hours worked, earning and social security 
benefits. 


9. Language in which information is to be furnished by informant: - Every informant shall furnish information in 
the prescribed format either in Hindi or in English. 

10. Obligation of informant: - The owner or occupier of a unit shall furnish information in the manner and by the date 
mentioned in the notice received by him from the Statistics Officer. He should also furnish relevant records for 
inspection, and answer questions in relation to the information sought, as may be required by the Statistics Officei or a 
person authorized by him. 


11. Nature of business records and other records which may be inspected: - Business records of a unit, such as
